THE INQUIRY COURT . OPENS. 


GENERAL COMMANDING FIRST 
WITNESS EXAMINED. 


Adjutant-General Corbin Sends an Or- 
der Which. Was Read by the 
Court Marking Out the Line 
of Its Procedure. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—Gen. Miles to- 
dnay in his testtmony before the Military 
Court, said his use of the phrase “pretense 
of experiment,’ in speaking of army beef, 
was unfortunate. He disclaimed intending 
any inference of fraud, and said he should 
have said the refrigerated beef issue was 
‘On the theory of an experiment,’ and 
‘a very costly one.’ Aside from the 
amencment the General stands on the state. 
ment made before the War Board. / 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—The Court of 
Inquiry to examine into the army beef con- 
troversy assembled to-day. Brigadier-Gen- 
eral George W. Davis and Col. George .L. 
Gillespie, members of the court; and Col. 
George B. Davis, Recorder and’ Judge Ad- 
vocate, were first to arrive. Major-General 
James F. Wade, President of the Court, 
came later, and at 10:3 the court, in full 
dress uniform, proceeded to the White 
House where it paid its respects to the 
President ‘and then to the War Depart- 
ment, where it called upon Secretary Al- 
ger and Major-General Miles. Meantime 
representatives of the press who were ac- 
corded places in the courtroom had as- 
sembled, and on the outside were many 
other cotresponnens and a numer of ar- 
iets specially detailed to attend the in- 
quiry. 

During the morning several army officers 
who are in the city as witnesses reported 
to Col. Dav‘e, the Recorder, but remained 
onlv a few moments at the rooms of the 
court. : 

The court returned at 12:06 from lis visit 
of courtesy, and after two Fac ga a apg 
made pictures of the court, . Davis an- 
nounced readiness to proceed and read the 
orders. convening the ccurt and its in- 
structions. .

he court was then sworn and Maj. Gen. 
Nelson A. Miles was presented as the first 
witness. He appeared in fatigue uniform 
and was sworn. After stating his rank 
and office he was asked about his state- 
ment ‘before the War Commission. He said 
he made one and upon Col. Davis’ submit- 
ting a printed report of that statement, 
Gen. Miles examined and approved it. 

Then he was asked about an alleged in- 
terview which appeared in a New York pa- 
per of Dec. 23, whether it represented com- 
pletely or in part what he said. Gen. Miles 
read it and then said: 

“I do not recall phage in that inter- 
view that had not been given in my tes- 
timony, or transmitted In my reports. You 
will observe it contains a number of my 
declinations to name officers or my au- 
thorities and refusals to answer. It must, 
aT be incorrect in its representa- 
tionts.’’ 

He then commented upon the general 
slight imaccuracy of newspaper interviews 
owing to the dependency of writers n 
their memories. Hardly a day in six 
months had passed that an interviewer had 
not applied, and because of the kindness 
of the press to the army and especially the 
enlisted men, ‘he had endeavored to give 
them such information as he thought wite 
and safe, but never, he said, with a view 
to prejudicing any one against ony per- 
gon or department. Finally, Gan. Miles said 
he did not think the interylew referred to 
represented correctly what he said, because 
its contenta should be taken in connection 
with all that was said, silence upon 
some points and speech upon others. 

Then, being asked about an interview in 
the New York Herald, Feb. 1, he said: 

“T have a letter from the gentleman who 
I understand this, In which ‘he says he is 
willing to swear that I declined to be in- 
terviewed, and that, thinking something 
had been given out, he had proceeded to 
write what he knew were the fects,” 

He then pointed out that the interview 
was erroneous, in that where it represent- 
ed him to have said that he had overwheim- 
ing evidence that the refrigerated beef was

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COMPARISON OF THE BILLS 
PENDING IN CONGRESS. 


TIME OF SERVICE ONE ISSUE. 


Democrats Want to Place a Limit on 
Period for Which the Increase 
Is to Be Made. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2®.—The contest 
over the new army bill is on in Congress. 

The vital point of difference between the 
two sides of the chamber is the duration of 
time for which the increase of the army is 
to be made. The Republicans demand that 
it shall be permanent and the Democrats 
refuse to make it more than temporary. 
The latter declare that they will not aban- 
don this position, and say that whatever 
is done must be done evith this understand- 
ing. Some of the friends of the bill have 
suggested the acceptance of the Hull bill 
with an amendment making the increase 
for only a specified time; but the Demo- 
erats generally manifest a disposition not 
to accept this change, as they say it would 
leave the way open for the Republicans to 
get the legislation they want in the next 
Congress by repeaiing the temporary pro- 
vision. So far no tangible basis for a com- 
promise has been suggested on either side, 
but some of the most influential members 
of the Senate are working to that end, and 
the prediction is freeiy made that they will 
succeed before the close of the sess-on. It 
has never been supposed that any common 
*ground would be foun@ until the champions 
Yon the two sides sheuld have an oppor- 
tunity to test the metal of each other's 
weapons ; 

The question comes,,up in the Senate to- 
dav. 

The Military Committee has submitted 
two bills for its eonsideration. One of 
these, the House (known as the Hull) bill, 
is reported with but few amendments by. 
its Chairman, Senator Hawley. It has been 
perfected by the compmjitee, including the 
Democratic members in several particulars; 
the most noteworthy .and valuable being, 
perhaps, the provision. increasing the corps 
of cadets by 100, and insuring an adequate 
source of supply for vacant second lleuten- 
antcies. The measure preserves the pres- 
ent organization and slightly strengthens 
the cavalry, augments the artillery and or- 
ganizes that arm on a: scientific basis suited 
to our conditions, gives to the Iinfaatry 
the much needed three battalion organiza- 
tion, and makes only such additions to 
the staff as are absolutely indispensable. 

The other bill is brought forward by 
Senator Cockrell. Its first section directs 
the disbandment of the volunteer army 
within a specified period after the peace 
treaty shall have been ratified by Spain. 
Sections 2 and 3 contain its principal pro- 
visions. By the former authority is con- 
ferred for continuing the regular army at 
its war strength until July 1, 181, while 
the third section authorizes the President 
to raise military forces to the number of 
85,000 in Cuba, Porto Rico and the islands 
of the Pacific, to be known,. respectively, 
as the Army of Cuba, the Army of Porto 
Rico and the Army of the Islands of the 
Pacific. to be composed of the inhabitants 
of such islands. No organization is pro- 
vided’ in the bill for this force, nor does 
it determine what relation it shall sus- 
tain toward the permanent military estab- 
lishment of the United States; and no pro- 
fessional. educational or other test is pre- 
scribed for the persons who are to officer 
ity 
The War Department has issued a state- 
ment championing the Hull biil, in which 

s said: 

the returns of the War Department 
show the strength of the regular a at 
this time to be only a few less than 60,000 
enlisted men. Of these are nearly 14,000 in 
Cuba, and a like number in, or en route to 
the Philippines, and in Porto Rico 4586, 
leaving the total enlisted men of the reg- 
ular army in the United States 24,000. 

The Hawley bill fixes the permanent mil- 
itary establiahment at the minimum of 50, - 
000, a force that is smaller in proportion to 
population and wealth of country than ixed 
by any other act of Congress. 

At this time there is not an officer on 
duty with any college in the United States, 
nothwit standin the law contemplates that 
there shall be 100 detailed for the instruc- 
tion of the young men of the country, but 
the absence of officers from their regi- 
ments by reason of wounds and sickness, 
and of the necessity of the services in con- 
nection with the muster out of volunteer 
regiments, compelled the department to 
withdraw instructors from the educational 
institutions. Neither has it been able to 
attach officera to our embassies and lega- 
tions abroad. 

The passage of the Hawley bill would en- 
abie the department to meet this urgent re- 
quirement, and also to re-establish the 
schools at Fort Leavenworth, the artillery 
echoo! at Fort Monroe and the cavalry and 
light artillery school at Fort Riley, all of 
which are now closed for the want of of- 
ficers. The passage of the Cockrell bill 
would discharge at once all the volunteer 
quartermasters, medical officers, commis- 
saries, many of whom are officers of the 
reguiar army, holding volunteer commis- 
sions, 

The statement closes as follows:

RUSSIAN AMBASSADOR HAS NO 
NEWS FROM TAILENWAN, 


THINKS NO BATTLE OCCURRED. 


Minister Wu Believes the Story Grew 
Out of Some Local Dis- 
turbance. 


Spectal to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—Count Cassini, 
the Russian Ambassador, who was sta- 
tioned at Peking five years, told the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent to-day that he had 
no advices regarding a conflict at Talien- 
wan. It is almost impossible that there 
should have been an armed conflict there 
between Russian and Chinese troops,”’ he 


said, “for there are no Chinese troops 
there. Talienwan is occupied by 12,000 Rus- 
sian troops, supported by a large fleet, and 
that the Chinese should attack the point 
is impossible. I do not believe an armed 
conflict has taken place. 

‘It is possible that there may have been 
some local] disturbance by natives, but it 
would hardly be necessary to call the 
troops into action to restore order. Two po- 
licemen could. handle 58000, and any local 
disturbance would soon be quelled. 

“The situation there is not strained and 
a local disturbance would have no sig- 
nificance beyond the momentary excite- 
ment of the natives. It could not possibly 
result seriously or have any political sig- 
nificance.”’ 

The Chinese Minister, Mr. Wu, also dis- 
credited the report as far as it relates to a 
conflict between Russian and Chinese 
troops. He had no report of the affair. 

‘Tallenwan is occupied by Russian 
troops,”” he explained, “and so far as I 
know there are no Chinese troops there. In 
the country beyond there are Chinese 
troops, but I do not suppose that Russian 
lines have been extend s0 as to come into 
conflict with them, 

‘The probabilities are, I should say, that 
if there has been any trouble it was a na- 
tive uprising resulting from the Russian 
occupation and some outrage committed. 
Perhaps the Russian troops may have been 
on a spree and abused and beat the natives. 

‘‘An inspired attack by either native Chi- 
nese or Chinese troops is out 
of the question, as the situ- 
ation there is very peaceful. Any dis- 
turbance must have been local, without sig- 
nificance, and will have no serious consge- 
quences. It will not disturb the relations of 
the two Governments.”’ 


Talienwan is about 100 miles from Port 
Arthur, the Russian coaling station and 
headquarters in China. In and about the 
two places is a Russian army of from 14,- 
000 to 2,000. The Chinese army in Man- 
churia, in which province both places are 
situated, consists of about 16, men, of 
whom, however, but 3000 are sufficiently 
drilled to be of any use in actual warfare. 

Talienwan is the proposed terminus of 
the railway Russia is building through 
Stberia and Manchuria to connect the ports 
of the Yellow Sea with St. Petersburg.

ALL THE COUNTRY IS STAKED. 


Number of Claims Producing Is Com- 
paratively Small and the 
Boom Is Speculative. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—Secretary Al- 
ger has transmitted to Congress a com- 
plete report on the relief work of the War 
Department in the Klondike country, un- 
dertaken under act of Congress as a result 
of reports that extreme distress among the 
miners followed the influx to the gold 
country during 1897-1898. It embraces the 
detailed reports of Capt. P. H. Ray and 
Lieut. W. P. Richardson. Aside from de- 
tails of the relief work, Capt. Ray’s last 
report, dated May last, contains the fol- 
lowing interesting statement: 

I deem it of the greatest importance for 
the development of the country that roads 
should be opened, so as to enable the peo- 
ple to enter the country not only from the 


Yukon to the open sea in our own country, 
which is of the greatest importance, but 
to enable miners and prospectors to get into 
the interior with their supplies. Under ex- 
isting conditions pe: sons can enter the coun- 
try only by the one great highway—the Yu- 
kon River—and they can not hope to be 
— at any point in Alaska eariier than 

uly 1. 

‘The gold-bearing districts are from 6 
to 18 miles back from the main stream. 
There are no summer trails except foot 
trails, and provisions and mining tools 
can only be tra.sported on the backs of 


men, 

“I do not find anything either in Alaska 
or the Northwest Territory to justify the 
great rush of people to that country, or the 
enormous investment now being made in 
transportation, trading and mining com- 
panies, In the Northwest Territory no dis- 
coveries of extraordinary richness have 
been made since that of the Klondike, and 
the claims are almust entirely confined to 
Bonanza, Eldorado, Dominica, Honka and 
Sulphur Creeks, with a few claims on Bear 
Creek. In this district all rich claims are 
well known and held at very high prices, 
and while the whole country has been 
staked it has been done for speculative pur- 
poses, and no work is being done except 
such as is necessary to hold a title until 
they can be sold to the unwary newcomer 
or disposed of in the. States for corpora- 
tion schemes. Capt. Constantine of the 
Canadian Northwestern Mounted Police fs 
my authority for denouncing the movefient 
as a fraud. 

“In the absence of any other tndustry, 
except cutting of wood for the river boats, 
I do not see anything in the future for over 
90 per cent of the people now flocking to 
that country but disappointment and suf- 
fering. Even those who obtain employ- 
ment at $1.50 per hour find that, after de- 
ducting the cost of food, packing, candles, 
etc., they do not net to exceed $2 per day, 
and they tell me it is hardly enough to tide 
them over the idle season. 

“Up to date no paying mineral lodes of 
either gold ar silver have been discovered 
in North Alaska, s0 far as known, 

‘“T am now fully satisfied that in the near 
future Alaska will be the source of great 
wealth, but the development will neces- 
sarily be slow owing to the climatic condi- 
tions. I recommend the early introduction 
of horses, mules and cattle, and extra in- 
ducements should be held out for the de- 
velopment of agriculture in the valley of 
the wer Yukon especially. Wild hay can 
be obtained there in great aboundance, and 
oats, barley and spring wheat can be suc- 
cessfully cultivated, as well as potatoes, 
turnips and all the more hardy garden 
vegetables, all of which would be required 
for many years to meet the local demand, 
and by reducing the cost of transportation 
ar) food, render it possible to profitably 
w@k a large per cent of the mines now 
lying idle. 

“But few of the people now entering the 
Northern part of the Territory will ever 
become a factor in its permanent develop. 
ment. They must pass away before the 
time when the wealth of the country will 
hecome known and developed. To promote 
this [I recommend that severa well- 
equipped parties be put in the fleld and a 
thorough geographical anc geoler'cal ex- 
ploration of the country be made, so that 
men of ordinary means will be able to 
engage in the work of prospecting and min- 
ing. At present it requ'res considerable 
capital to firs: explore the country for a 
practical route to transport supplies before 
any work can be done in prospect'ng. 

‘The ruling rate of interest at Bawson 
ls from 10 to 12 per cent per month, which 
is the hest exemplification 1 can give of 
the speculatingcondition of the finances 
of that country.”

WANTED, A POLICY. 

Judge Advocate General Jewett, who has just returned from 
Manila, attributes the trouble in the Philippines’ to the lack 
of a fixed policy in Washington. 

Aguinaldo, he says, cannot conceive a powerful nation with- 
out a policy, and as our Government has never frankly told 
the Filipinos. what is to be done with them they are naturally 
suspicious and cbhstreperous. 

As this is what may be called expert opinion it ought to he 
heeded. If the trouble is due to suspicion aroused by the shifty 
Course and utterances of cur worthy President and not to 
the imtrigues of American “traitors,” ‘‘copperheads’” and 
“enemies of this country,” we ought to get a policy at once, 
so that the Filirinos may know what te expect. 

There are thiee courses oper to the Government: 1. Abandon 
the archipelago altogether and leave the inhabitants to their 
own devices, 2. A loca) self-government under American pro- 
tection, and perhaps supervision. 3. Government by Major 
Generais with “benevolent assimilation” in the shape of ex- 
termination. 

If the President throws his great influence fin favor of the 
second of these possible plans he will probably be supported 
by the people. sn other words the people want to do what is 
right in the circumstances. Questions often seem very per- 
plexing and diff-cult until they are rcduced to th» issue betwe n 
right and wrong. Then they are so plain that the most de- 
voted demagoryrue that ever slunk behind popular passions 
can understand them, and when he understands that the 
most popular of all popular passions is the passion for doing 
right, as it always is in America on second thought if not on 
first, he has no difficulty in trimming his eail to catch the 
breeze.

NO MORE CARELESS DECREES. 


Causes Hestricted Until Attorneys 
Have Ceased Rushing Their 
Clients Into Court. 


‘ 


Since Jan. 1 there has been a great de- 
crease in the number of applications for 
divorces in St. Louis, as compared with the 
corresponding period of lest year. 

Lawyers are no longer rushing into the 
courts with every litfle grievance of disaf- 
fected spoures and asking for decrees of dl- 
vorce upon the showing of any wrongs, 
however slight they may be. 

Before an attorney filea a divorce suit now 
he investigates his case carefully, exam- 
ines all his witnesses and assures himself 
that he can prove to the satisfaction of the 
court any allegations that he may wish 
to make. If the investigation reveals the 


fact that his client is without a clear case, 
he advises him or her not to appeal to the 
courts. 

This condition of divorce litigation is the 
result of recent decisions by St. Louis 
Circuit Judges in eeveral interesting di- 
vorce sults. These decisions have so nar- 
rowed the grounds upon which petition- 
ers for divorces must stand that many will 
prefer to endure their marital grievances 
rather than sub«nit to the searching inquir- 
les into their motives that the courts now 


demand. 

“The St. Lou's wages Court will grant 

@ d'vorce when the petftioner is clearly en- 

titled to it; but in determining whether a 
vorce has been just'y prayed for, the 
udgés will follow the rules and restric- 
ons laid down‘in the recent decisions. 

Brief resumes of the law of which, as 
interpreted by the courtsy are herewith 

ven: 

In the case of Helen A. Xerger against 
George E. Yerger, Judge Spéncer refused 
to award a decree of divorce to the plain- 
tiff on the ground that the evidence showed 
there existed ‘between thé plaintiff and de- 
fendant only an incompatibility of temper, 
which could be endured, and geen cured 
4f they would exercise a little charity to- 
wards each other. 

“A mere incompatibility of temper,’’ said 
the court, ‘although it may cause many 
disagreements, is not a ground for a di- 
vyorce.. When men and women marry, they: 
take each other for better.or worse, and it 
is the duty of each to know the disposition 
of the other before marital relation is es- 
tablished. They cannot be heard to com- 
plain afterwards.”

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 20.—The trainer 
and other friends of Gimm, who finished 
fifth in the six-day bicycl® race, after lead- 


ing the procession of riders for over three 
days, claim that he must tave been 
drugged. They assert that h's collapse wags 
too sudden to have been due to natural 
causes. 

When the greatest eix-cay bicycle race 
ever run ended at the Mechanics’ Pavilion 
Charles W. Miller, the wae rpman, 
maintained ‘his position as the long-dis- 
tance champion of the world. 

e finish of the contest, which has 
caused much excitement in athletic circles, 
was comparatively tame. No less than six 
riders beat all previous records, and more 
miles might have been reeled off had there 
been any incentive to do so.

She is 
only bitter against the men who “turned

by the fact that a wife’s testimony is not 
competent against her husband in a crim- 
inal proceeding.

Mrs. Etter was the only daughter in a 
family of three children. Her brothers are 
A. Sidney Moise and Welbourne Moise, 
Jr. Since their marriage the young couple 
had hived with Mrs. Etter’s people.
